Congress and Rent Control 


If the Congress thinks the time has 
come to end rent controls then it ought 
to decide the issue on a straightforward 
basis.

Rent controjs are essentially unhealthy 
in a peacetime economy. Congress cannot 
wait indefinitely to repeal the restrictions.

How Long Can Labor Hold Power? 


How long can the British Labor Gov- 
_ ernment hold out? | 


Estimates in Britain run from a few 
weeks to a year. It all depends upon when 
a crucial issue comes before Commons. It. 
is quite likely the Government will fall 
at the first real test. 


But it seems probable*that the Con- 
servatives, who surprised everybody with 
their strong, and almost victorious, show- 
ing at the polls last Thursday, will pur- 
posely delay such a vote for some time, 
if they can. 


Though they never complained publicly 
about it so far as we know, the Conserva- 
tives were hoping the Labor Government 
would set a later date for the regular elec- 
tions. Effects of devaluation, and the full 
effects of other actions by Labor, had not 
been felt by all the British people by last 
week’s elections. The Conservatives 
thought the longer the elections were 
postponed the better chance they had. 
Likewise, they now believe they will

stand a better chance of taking control if 
several months elapse before the Govern- 
ment is overthrown and new elections 
become necessary. 


' What the British elections mean in this 
country, in regard to the Republicans and 


Democrats, will be a matter of hot debate.

Political Dishonesty of the FEPC 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has suffered a major setback in his attempt to put through a 
Federal Employment Fair Practices bill, the first of his civil rights measures to be acted on this ses- 
sion. A coalition of Republicans and Southern Democrats successfully scuttled.thé bill when it was 


brought to a vote in the House the other day. 


In lieu of the ironclad measure brought out 
by Administration supporters the coalition forced 
through a meaningless substitute which took all 
of the teeth out of the legislation as originally 
proposed. As the bill goes to the Senate for 
final action it merely sets up a five-man com- 
mission which would be authorized to investigate 
cases of alleged bias in the employment of per- 
sons, without any power to enforce its decisions. 
Also, it proclaims as a national policy that there 
should be no discrimination in employment on 
grounds of race, color or creed. 

In this form the bill should be unobjection- 
able to most of those who opposed its original 
concept—the right of the Government to step 


make this sort of an invasion in the field of free 
enterprise.

Me? I Like 
The British! 


In the Gilbert and Sullivan song, “H. M. §&. 
Pinafore, the chorus goes: 


“He is an Englishman! 

For he, himself, has said it. 

And it’s greatly to his credit, 

That he’s an Englishman! 

For he might have been a Rooshian 
A French or Turk or Prooshian, 
Or perhaps [tali-an. 

But, in spite of all temptations 

To belong to other nations, 

He remains an Englishman.” 


The recent British election proved that the English remain 
Englishmen. That is even miore important than the results of the 
election. In the election they almost threw out of office the most 
solidly planted Labor Government in history. It was a govern- 
ment plagued by many things, but it had accomplished much in 
some fields .. . housing being one of them. 

Yet, the British, led by the gallant Winston Churchill, had one 
of the finest, freest elections in their history. The decision was to 
stop socialism—not throw it out. Not cven Mr. Churchill himself 
had advocated that. He wanted to stop it where it was and nullify 
the nationalization of steel—not yet in effect, though voted. 


Proof What the British people have really done, though, is to 

prove most magnificently that they are not bound by 
any ideology. If Socialism looked like it could do the job they’d 
choose it. But they would not be bound by it no matter what 
Socialism did—as the people of Hitler’s ideology were bound, no 
matter what stupidities, cruelties and idiocies that government 
did—and as the people of Franco’s Spain and Stalin’s Russia now 
are bound and slaves to the ideologies of their governments. These 
latter two can’t protest or even be mildly critical without going 
to jail—or worse. 

But, the British people, God bless them, all but kicked the 
Socialists out and they did it with free votes. The Socialists recog- 
nize and accept that fact. There was no hint of any effort to declare 
some phoney emergency or protest the results. The Socialists, too, 
are British, and they accept the results of the votnig. 


Cheers That cheers me tremendously. I have always been one 

of those extremely pained and annoyed at times, by 
some things British, but I ve never flagged in my admiration 
and respect for what is a v 
American, looking at our heritage, would be foolish not to wish to 
be able to like and admire the British character. To be able to do 
so is good and encouraging. ' 

We can’t get away from the fact that it is, and has been, the 
British system of parliamentary government, slowly evolving 
through the years, that has given men everywhere either hope of 
freedom or freedom. It was the British system which produced 
that very germ which was, in time, to break up the empire... 
the germ of freedom and independence. 

We—the colonies—got bit by it first. We became free. And 
our example stirred the French to kick out a rotten system and, 
finally, after bloodshed, terror and brutality, bred by the bygone 
years, emerge with a parliamentary system of freedom. It has 
never stopped working, as India, Pakistan, Burma and Ceylon prove. 

It was Britain who, in this last war, stood alone for many weary 
months. I am not a person who forgets easily and I will never 
forget, nor do I wish to forget, those many months when Britain 
stood alone and withstood the bombing and the fire and the fear 
and her dead and wounded to stay the course. I could almost imag- 
ine, in those days, looking eastward, I could see the flames from 
London and Coventry and Hull and Birmingham and other cities 
in travail. I went to bed many a night and prayed for England 
to still be standing the next day. For me, she was, in those days, 
something like the experience of Key when he watched through the 
night of shell and fire to see if the flag still would be there at dawn. 
There She was, thank God. And I still thank God the British 

are there. I don’t want them to be humble and mealy- 
mouths because Wwe lent them some money. I think they do ap- 
preciate it. I am not so sure the loan was well applied. I am 
not arguing that phase of it. I am happy we could help them. 

I could put it on a selfish basis. There would be many a home 
with sorrow in it today where there is joy if the British had not 
held out. Had the Germans had those islands, we would have had 
to take them. Had they not held out, we might easily have been 
invaded. The cost of. war would have been many billions more 
than we have lent the British if they had not held out. 

I’m glad—although I like the Spanfsh and French—the English 
settled and fought for and won the North American continent, or 
most of it, instead of the French and Spanish. 

As for the election—to get back to it—it was the women who 
decided it. Most of the large feminine vote went Conservative be- 
cause the women were tired of having to stand in line at the 
greengrocer’s, the butcher’s, the baker’s and the bus line, too. They 
were weary of shortages and of rationing and of “austerity.” 

They thought Labor had failed them by not ending those things. 

They proved they were neither Conservatives nor Socialists, 
but British people in search of a government which would give them 
a good life. . 

I like them for that. I make no bones about it. While they 
annoy me at times—and, of course, Americans never annoy anyone 
anywhere—I think they are swell. :

Three years ago a friegd—I think he was a friend—gave me 
a television set for Christmas, and a couple of months later when 
a network executive asked what I thought of the new medium, I 
told him that as science it was wonderful, but as entertainment it 


didn't add up to much. 
“The early movies weren't so hot, either,” said the network man. 


“Give television time.” 

Well, I’ve been giving it a lot of time for the last three dozen 
moons, and all I can report is that science is still wonderful. With 
the exception of half a dozen shows, tne entertainment currently 
being telecast into my parlor ranges from fair to muddlin’ and from 


muddlin’ to murder. 

Quantity ' As I see and hear it, the lack of quality in present: 
day television is caused by a simple thing called 

quantity. Pick up a pencil and I'll show you what I mean. 

In New York alone, there are seven TV stations, and to attract 
sustained interest, each outlet must come up with at least three 
hours of eye-worthy entertainment each night, or six half-hour pro- 
grams per station per evening. Well, multiply six programs by 
seven stations and then multiply the results by the seven nights in 
a week, and you'll find that the TV tycoons are up against the 
problem of presenting 294 shows every Sunday through Saturday. 
Furthermore, since five of the stations are network outlets, ap- 
proximately 200 of these shows must be of national, or at least 
coaxial-cablewide interest. 

Now, as a galoot who has been tinkering with theatrics for some 
25 years, I soberly submit that there isn’t now and never has been 
that much top-flight show business at any one time—and that 
Barnum, Cohan and Ziegfeld, working in shifts, couldn’t have pro- 
duced that many good shows in a single week if they'd had their 
pick of all the entertainment on this bilious green earth. 

Think I’m exaggerating? Well, hold still for a few paragraphs 
and let’s see if I can’t convince you that I’m not. 

To begin with, the average television show has to be written 
and produced in a week, not in the lackadaisical year that Broad- 
way and Hollywood usually devote to an opulent opus. 


os Nevertheless, the TV shcw, even for free, has to 
Competition <cmpete with the standards set by stage and 
screen. It must use the arts of the scenic designer, the lighting 
expert, the make-up man and the stage director—and, to make 
things really tough, it must squeeze the results onto a foot-square 
screen. 

The advertising agencies will tell you that TV will lick the 
quality-quantity problem the same as old-fashioned radio did. 
With all due fespect, I think they’re full of figs. Anyone famuliar 
with both media will testify that producing for radio 1s kid stuff 
compared to:-video.

But this I do know: Day after day, 
I have to pass two (and sometimes three, four 
and five) trucks bunched together. These trucks 
or trailers are from 30 to 40 feet long. They travel 
at a speed of at least 50-60 miles per hour on level 
ground.

Steep grades are the things that make it possible 
for the automobile driver to pass one of these 
trucks, unless he is a Barney Oldfield.

It involves the stiil-backward state of Rus- 
sia’s industrial development and the great 
hope that she sees in atomic energy to pro- 


whé has had much to de with the problem of 
international control. 


As compared with us, particularly, and with 
Western Europe also, Russia has a “gap” in her 
development. While we were moving ahead rap- 
idly with our industrial development through 
electric power, Russia was, in effect, standing 
almost still for many years. And early objec- 
tive of the creators of the Russian revolution, 
notably Nicolai Lenin, was to close this “gap” 
and transform Russia into a highly industrialized 
nation. She has made ‘great strides, utilizing 
electric power, thougna still far behind. 


Along came atomic power. She sees in this a 
veritable “miracle” by which she can move swift- 
ly toward her goal, perhaps exaggerating its pos- 
sibilities. It will ve a state development that will 
redound to the glory of the Communist state and 
thus becomes also what we call a “domestic 
political issue.” 


She resists international control, it is explained 


because she is fearful that such will impede or 
restrict this national development. Out of her 
suspicious nature she chargés, at least publicly 
in her propaganda, as in an article in Izvestia re- 
cently reported in the New York Times from 
Moscow, that this is the aim of “capitalist” na- 
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tions that outnumber her and outvote her in the 
United Nations. 

This feeling is said by officials here to be 
so deep-seated, so ‘ntricately involved with her 


domestic economy and politics, that it presents 


an insurmountable obstacle to agreement. May- 
be it is. But let us examine it. 

We, too, havé state control of’ atomic energy 
development under a policy prescribed by Con- 
gress, despite our “capitalism” and “private en- 
terprise.” For the first time in our history we 
adopted public control because of the nature of 
this new energy and its application to military 
as well as peacetime purposes. We had failed to 
do that for other forms of energy, notably elec- 
tricity, bat in that field, too, we have applied 
strict Federal regulation and also have ventured 
on a wide front into public development of elec- 
tric power. There are those who wanted private 
contr6!1 of atomic energy, especially the private 
power industry, and still do, but we have fixed 
our national policy. 

This gives Russia a kinship with us in this 
field, and she has it also with Great Britain. 
There is a common policy for broad-scale develop- 
ment of atomic energy for the benefit of the 
people of our country, England and Russia. 


This would seem to offer an approach in 
this particular sphere of differences over in- 
ternational control. It is suggested that the 
bridge for this gap mirht be found in such 
an emissary, for example, as David Lilien- 
thal. He not only was the directing head 
for so long of the greatest public power de- 
velopmest in the world, TVA, but also has 
been directing head, and original head, of 
our Atomic Energy Commission and was in- 
fluential in getting this new energy under 
public control and, with Dean Acheson, now 
Secretary of State, in outlining the philos- 
ophy of international public control. He is. 
now free for such service

Since Georgia’s stand, taken 
in an Asheville, N. C. conference 
room on a pleasant October day 
in 1947, there has developed 
throughout the South a program 
that may yet lead the region 
through the wilderness of grow- 
ing educational costs and de- 
mands, and into the sunlight of 
an educational system second to 
none. 


Georgia and the other eleven 
states today are partners in 8 
program that educators and 
Government officials all over 
the country are watching — the 
nation’s first regional program 
of education. 


IT 18 A STORY of a region 
literally tearing down State 
barriers and joining forces to 
make full use of the South’s re 
sources in whipping problems 
that are the same all over the 
South. 


That day in Asheville, the 
Governor of Georgia and all 
the other State executives at 
the Southern Governors’ Con- 
ference were facing the same 
situation: Across their desks 
were coming reports of in- 
creasing educational costs,

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‘Labeling’ Enemies 
Is Bitter Weapon

Helen Gahagan Douglas’ announcement — 


that she will become the nation’s eighth 
woman Senator... or go back to being a housewife, 
back a conversation I heard a couple of years ago in W 
ington about her role as the ondaeing actress who turned 
into a social-crusading woman politician. 

The person discussing her was an admiring friend who had 
noted her work on Capitol Hill at the same time Clare Boothe 
Luce, Emily Taft Douglas, Winifred Stanley and Margaret Chase 
Smith, all fairly potent in the glamor-and-brains field, were operat- 
ing in the region. 

“Her family,” observed the acquaintance, “has had to be awfully 
brave about her work. You know, her children have come home 
many times and said, ‘Mother, a boy in my room asked me today 
if you are a Communist.’ ” 

Of course, Helen Douglas’ record, ardently New Deal and now 
Fair Deal, may go beyond the liberal tastes of many, but her work 
does not point to any Commuznistic taint. That is only a habit 
we have assumed, hurling “social” names at those with whom 
we differ. : 

This labeling of opponents as “reds,” “pinks,” “commu- 
nists,” “socialists,” “welfare statists,” “tories,” “reactionaries” 
has become one of the most insidious weapons in moulding 
public opinion againt hapless people in pyblic life. 

By placing victims in a scornful category we attempt to segre- 
gate them in second or third-class citizenry and decide by that 
guide how they will be treated and effective their service will be. 

Such scathing epithets as “communist” or even “socialist” in 
these tense days has kept most intelligent women from venturing 
into the political arena. Knowing that they and their families will 
be attacked in whispers, if not in loud tones, they decide it is 
easier to go along with the status quo than by opposing, try to end it. 

An Austrian journalist, visiting Atlanta last week to learn how 
American newspapers operate, was particularly surprised, it seemed, 
to learn that Georgia has only one woman in the General Assembly. 

“And in the Town Council,” he said, “and in the Boards of 
Education, are there women in those departments?” 

He shook his head in be ent when he was told there 
were none. 

“But I had heard in Vienna,” he said, “that women here are 
alert and active and concerned about their government. What is 
it that keeps them from seeking these posts?” 

It was hard to explain, but Helen Gahagan Douglas, her hus- 
band, Melvin Douglas, and their two children could have told 
him eloquently. 

It is a high price to pay for casting a pebble into the pool of 
politics to be called, even surreptitiously, a fifth columnist.

“TI want to add a bit to your thoughts on ice-skating... . 

_ “We lived only a few blocks from an old unused reser- 
voir and for the pleasure of ice-skating had to pay by a climb 
down the steep brick sides of this so-called rink!

I remem- 
ber, too, the older and rougher children who played ‘snap 
the whip.’ The tail of the whip would be flung hither and 
yon and perhaps smack one of the less sturdy spirits right 
down on the ice and 20 or 30 feet across it! How we feared 
with a delicious thrill that ever-advancing line of the whip. 

“TI, too, remember the frozen feet. Never did I undertake 
the sport without suffering for hours the tort that go 
with slow returning circulation. It is a wondef to me, as 
I look back on it, that I would continue to ‘expose myself 
willingly to such suffering. But I did. Again and again! 

“Do you remember the ‘two-runner’ jobs that the smaller- 
than-small ones, bundled up to their ears in woolen scarves, 
would wear? They merely shuffled along, but were there 
on the ice with their older brothers and sisters ... greatly 
in the way, I admit.

Good looking, bright, with a will of his own, 
he won’t abdicate in favor of his 18-year-old son, and he . 
won't come back without the commoner he married during 


the war. - 
.The gossip that he had a Ger 


man mistress is untrue, his girl 


friend, now his wife, is the 
daughter of a former leader of 
the Flemish party. The Flemish 
langauge sounds something like 
German, perhaps that started the 
rumor. He was a widower from 
1935 to 1941 when he married 
the beautiful Mary Lelia Baels, 
a son was born -to them: in 1942. 
The Belgians are composed of 
two groups, the Flemings and 
the Walloons (who speak 
French). Now the Walloons are 
a religious, gracious people and 
ordinarily would be strong for a 
monarchy, and would vote for 
the return of the King because 
the Catholics are sponsoring it.
